STATE FARMERS OFFERED 
WHEAT AT 99CTS. A BUSHEL 


AUBURN, Ala.— Alabama far- 
mers will be able to buy surplus 
feed wheat during August at 99 
cents a bushel under the new law 
allowing this wheat to be sold at 
less than 85 per cent of parity. 

The recently announced feed 
Wheat program is intended to 
whittle the amount of surplus 
wheat on hand and to provide far- 
mers with a source of feed for 
livestock, said A. W. Jones, State 
AAA administrator. 

“The program offers poultry 
raisers and others interested an 
opportunity to buy feed wheat at 
& reasonable price and should en- 
courage greater livestock produc- 
tion,” said Jones, 

CONSERVE PAINT BRUSHES 
THEY’RE HARD TO REPLACE 

AUBURN, ALA.—If you plan to 
paint and find the old brush you 
put away in a can of water has 
dried out stiff as a board—don’t 
throw it away, not wmless the 
bristles are broken. You might 
have diffioulty these days in buy- 
ing a new one. 

The brush may be reclaimed by 
soaking it overnight in paint thin- 
ner, or if too hard, in gasoline or 
turpentine, reports H. W. Dear- 
ing, assistant agricultural engi- 
neer of the Alabama Extension 
Service. After the old paint has 
softened, scrape it off with a put- 
ty knife or comb it out with a 
Steel corab or brush. Repeat the 
treatment if the first soaking 
fails to remove all the paint. Shel- 
lac brushes should be cleaned with 
alcohol, and whitewash and cal- 
cimine brushes with water, 

After cleaning out the worst 
of the accumulation, wash the 
brush in warm water with a mild 
laundry soap, Shake out the ex- 
cess water and let the brush dry 
in the air. Straighten out the 
bristles with a scrub brush or 
comb before drying is complete. 
Then wrap the brush—not too 
tightly—-in heavy paper or card- 
board to permit thorough drying 
and to keep the bristles straight. 
EXTRA FOOD STOCKPILES 
PLANNED BY HOMEMAKERS

JACOB'S VISION OF GOD 


LESSON TEXT—Genesis 28;10-22, 

GOLDEN TEXT—I am with thee, and 
will keep thee in all places whitherso- 
ever thou goest,—Genesis 28:15, 


Deception, trickery, falsehood, 
jealousy were all present in the fam- 
ily of Isaac at the time of our les- 
son. A hopeless situation, one would 
Say; and so it was, apart from one 
thing—the grace of God. We speak 
that phrase so easily, but in reality 
it has an infinite depth of meaning. 

Jacob shared the deception 
planned by his mother, and thereby 
he received the blessing of Esau. 
Not willing to wait God's time for 
the carrying out of His purpose, they 
sinned to gain an advantage. Then 
to escape the wrath of Esau, he 
had to flee. The journey was os- 
tensibly to find a wife, but in fact 
a flight from an enraged brother. 
Could such a journey bring a man 
to a place of blessing? It did, as 
there was— 

I, A Revelation of God's 
(vv, 10-15), 

The fugitive was overtaken by 
darkness on the second night of his 
journey, and made his bed in the 
open. Then came the magnificent 
vision of the ladder to heaven, 

Heaven and earth are not separat- 
ed. There is a way to reach the 
throne of God, and there is a way 
for God to reach and bless Hig peo- 
ple. The vision of the ladder thus 
reassured Jacob. We need only re- 
member the God-Man Christ Jesus, 
who came from glory and has re- 
turned there to now appear as our 
Advocate, to be assured of this fact. 

God renewed to Jacob the cove- 
nant with Abraham and with Isaac. 
He does not forget. Men make 
treaties only to break them. y,God 
says, “I will not leave thee, until I 
have done that*which I have spoken 
to thee of’’ (v. 15). 

In His matchless grace God re- 
lieved Jacob’s fear by assuring him 
of His protection;' his loneliness by 
His divine presence; and his uncer- 
tainty regarding the future by the 
promise of blessing. 

The response of Jacob was— 

Il. A Realization of God’s Great- 
ness (vv. 16-19), 

Full of holy fear and of awe, 
Jacob realized the presence of the 
infinite God. ,It is a proper and a 
wholesome reaction when a man, 
realizing himself to be in God’s pres- 
ence, is overcome by the awe-inspir- |' 
ing experience. 

Possibly the reason for our lack of 
reverence for holy things, for the 
Lord’s day—yes, for God Himself, 
is because He has become a little 
God, weak and uninspiring in our 
thinking. Theologians, preachers, 
and teachers have dared to speak 
swelling words of disrespect con- 
cerning His miraculous power, have 
denied the deity of His Son, have 
questioned the authority of His 
Word, Having sown the wind of un- 
belief, they have reaped from the} 
people the whirlwind of irreverence, 
a belittling of God, and a rejection 
of His authority (Hos. 8:7). 

Jacob was reminded of ‘God's im- 
mediate presence—‘‘the” Lord is in 
this place.’’ The place of his vision 
of heavenly things had special 
meaning to Jacob. 

But the underlying truth is that 
God is everywhere, He is not only 
in the church, or in the place of 
vision or of soul-struggle; He is also 
in the place of trial, of suffering, 
of sorrow, of loneliness—yes, even 
of sin. The thing that Jacob ‘‘found 
out that night was not that God 
visits man, but that God is with 
man wherever he is. We expect to 
meet Him in the sanctuary; but He 
is near us in the market place. , , 
Not alone in the sanctuary, but 
where the multitude gather in de- 
fiance of His law, He is there” (G. 
Campbell Morgan). 

This rich experience led Jacob to— 

Ill. A Recognition of God’s Good- 
ness (vv. 20-22). 

The God who would supply his 
every need, who would watch over 
him and keep him, was recognized 
by Jacob as being worthy of his de- 
votion, and he made a vow that fle 
should be his God (vy, 21). 

The grace and goodness of God 
are intended to bring men to faith 
in Him and devotion to His service, 
Yet men can go on year after year, 
the beneficiaries of all His bounty, 
and never so much as say “Thank 
you,” let alone recognize Him as 
Lord, 

Jacob made a very practical and 
workable decision to demonstrate 
the reality of his vow. He promised 
that one tenth of all God gave him 
should be given back. 

We agree with Dr. W. H. Griffith 
Thomas that “if only some of those 
who are inclined to criticize Jacob 
would do what he promised and 
give a tenth of their income to God, 
a different state of affairs would 
obtain in connection with God’s work 
at home and abroad.” 

Trickery and deception were 
changed to truthfulness and devo- 
tion when Jacob met God face to 
face. The same blessed transforma- 
tion awaits those who meet our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ in faith. 
Have you met Him?

CHECK BREEDING PLACES 
TO HELP CONTROL PESTS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Flies lay ap- 
proximately 95 per cent of their 
eggs in stable manure. Checking 
these breeding and feeding places 
is a big part of the job of keep- 
ing them under control. 

Mosquitoes breed in stagnant 
and sluggish water. Draining oft 
the water or pouring kerosene or 
motor oil over the surface at reg- 
ular intervals solves this broblem. 
Mosquitoes do not fly far from 
their breeding places so - when 
they are plentiful it is a good 
idea to examine old tin cans, bro- 
ken bottles, choked gutters and 
such containers where water may 
collect, 


Remove fruit stains froin house- 
hold linens and clothes. Wash in 
warm water while stains are 
fresh, still damp if possible, or 
pour boiling water over stains. If 
this treatment fails, use a chemi- 
cal bleach. Ask the home agent 
about bleaches,

Professional workers from 13 
Southern states met in Birming- 
ham August 18 to 21 in a South- 
ern Regional Conference on War- 
time Clothing and Farm Food, 
Dr. Garland Weidner, Coffee 
County Health Officer, addressed 
the conference at the evening ses- 
sion on Wednesday, August 19, 
and took part in a radio broad- 
cast on Thursday. Dr, Weidner 
ner reported on the work of the 
Coffee County Council of Work- 
ers, and stressed the increased 
benefits to the people when pro- 
fessional workers cooperate, Dur- 
ing 1941-1942 the programs of the 
Coffee County Council have cen- 
tered around the theme of Na- 
tional Defense. Many profession- 
al workers and organizations have 
cooperated, Now the coopera- 
tion of all citizens is needed, 

To win the war we need to pre- 
vent waste and to produce more 
of what we need, Every citizen 
can help, We need to prevent 
waste of essential material and 
we can help to prevent waste of 
human life and energy.

1942 PEANUT MARKETING 

DIFFERS FROM LAST YEAR 

AUBURN, Ala,—Geared to the 
increasing wartime needs, market- 
jing of this year’s peanut crop 
will, according to A, W. Jones, 
State AAA Administrator, differ 
from last year in the following 
respects: 

(1) Last year the farm market- 
ing quota was based on actual 
production of the allotted acres, 
this year it is based on either the 
actual or normai production of 
the allotted acres, whichever is 
larger, 

(2) Previously, only peanuts 
picked mechanically were sub- 
ject to marketing quotas; this 
year those picked by hand also 
are subject to quotas, 

(3) In 1941 three types of mar- 
keting cards were used by pro- 
ducers in marketing peanuts; this 
year only one will be used, show- 
ing the amount of peanuts mar- 
keted as well as the amount of 
the peanut marketing quota, The 
simplified marketing card will be 
issued regardless of whether the 
farm has an acreage allotment, 
since a marketing card must be 
presented to the buyer when pea- 
nuts are marketed, 

The edible, or quota, price will 
be supported at 85 per cent of 
parity, or about $124 per ton, 
while the oil, or excess, price will 
range from $70 to $82 per ton, 
depending on type and grade.

Farmers Warned | 


Against Velvet 
Bean Caterpillar 


Farmers in Coffee County are 
warned by Hugh OD, _ Sexton, 
county agent, to be on the look- 
out for the velvet bean caterpillar 
which has made its appearance in 
Geneva and Houston Counties, 

It will be remembered that in 
1939 this caterpillar did great 
damage to the peanut crop in Ge- 
neva, Houston, Covington and 
Coffee Counties during the month 
of August. During that year, by 
September 1 this insect had al- 
most completely defoliated ap- 
proximately 85,000 acres of pea- 
nuts in Geneva and Houston 
Counties. This caterpillar was a 
major pest of peanuts, soy beans 
and velvet beans in Alabama in 
1939. 

F¥’, E Guyton, professor of zool- 
ogy and entomology, Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, points out 
that the best control for this in- 
sect is lead arsenate dusted on the 
plants at the rate of 8 to 10 Ibs. 
per acre, Experiments in several 
South Alabama fields in 1939 
showed that lead arsenate gave 
an average kill of 90 to 921% per 
cent. Lead arsenate should mot 
be diluted with any other sub- 
stance, because in no case was 
there any burning caused by the 
experiments. 

Where farmers have calcium 
arsenate, or it is available, it can 
be used, also, but should be diluted 
under all circumstances with hy- 
drated lime 50-50 and applied at 
the rate of 20 lbs. per acre, In 
using calcium arsenate with hy- 
drated lime it ig important that 
the two be thoroughly mixed. 

Cryolite, if available, can be 
used at the rate of 8 to 10 pounds 
per acre, but does not give as 
good results as does lead arse- 
nate. 

Foliage that is dusted with 
poison is not harmful to livestock 
if dusted evenly. In 1939 the 
State toxicologist at Auburn made 
a number of analyses of hay that 
was grown in Geneva County and 
dusted, and not enough residue 
was found to be harmful to live- 
stock,
